The 
credit of tne State was greatly impaired 
by excessive loans of bonds for like 
purposes as these, and in a short time 
whatever remained of that credit ex- 
pired in the utter failure of the State to 
maturiag interest on her bonds, 
and because of other facts which are 
painful enough without being paraded 
in this connection. 

At this junctare the officer who 
stood atthe head of the road resorted 

to the expedient of hypotbecating the 

bonds as collateral security for the 

oan of money, supposing that at no 
distant day the pressure might lift and 
he would be enabled to negotiate the 
sale of the bonds upon more satisfactory 
and advantageous terms than were then 
feasible. He effected a loan of about 
$225,000,for which — — his notes, and

ketable then at about forty cents on 

the dollar, with some deduction for 

commissions.

He 
had no personal interest in the matter, 
No drop of his blood flewed in the 
veins of any one who. would be | 
or hurt by the action of the House in 
this matter.

memorate the declaration of American 
Independence.

On the same evening in the House, 


Mr. Johnston introduced a series of 
resolutions in favor of holding a 
centennial celebration at Charlotte, N 

C., on the 20th of May, 1875, to com- 
memorate the Mecklenburg Declaration 
of Independence. We publish Mr. 
Johustou's resolutions iv iull this morn- 
ing, and believe they will be heartily 
endorsed by the people of the State. 


If Virginia, or almost any other State 


except our own, could boast of such 


an historica! event as the Mecklenburg 
Declaration, Which was written and 
adopted more than twelve months be- 


mulgated. State pride would have made 
the anniversary a proud and memorable 
occasion, and its annual observance and 


celebration would have been sacredly 


regarded and commemorated. 
The celebration contemplated by Mr. 


Johnston’s resolutions, it properly car- 
ried out, will prove one of the most 


interesting occasions that has ever d 
place in the State. 

The day, the 20th of May, 1875, is is 
more than two years off, and will give 
ample time for complete arrangements 
for an exhibition worthy of the cause 
to be commemorated—worthy of the 
character and resources of the State. 

It will not, in the slightest degree, 
interfere with the National Centennial 
at Philadelphia, which takes place over 
twelve months atter the proposed cxhi- 
bition at Charlotte. It will rather be 
in aid and furtherance of that design, 
as the articles collected tor the Char- 
lotte exhibition, can be forwarded to 
Philadelphia, as the contributions trom
